Tnend that the District “use ‘em or sell ‘em,” for instance 
proposing the sale of what is now a site for tennis courts 
by Pasadena High School, and yes, the reopening of 
Sierra Mesa Middle School. While it is not considered 
politically expedient to reopen Sierra Mesa (currently, 
the site is leased to Maranatha High School) when it 
comes down to dollars and sense (sic), it has to be cheap¬ 
est to use existing buildings than to,con^nict new ones. 

There' has also been talk of thelde^ school size, an 
important reference point when discussing the extent of 
construction needed. Currently, a range of400-800 pop¬ 
ulation is being discussed for elementary schools, a 
seemingly broad range, yet one exceeded at its maximum 
by over 12% at Longfellow Elementary School, with a 
population of 908. 

The issue of busing and neighborhood schools, like 
it or not, also fits into the equation. At Linda Vista 
School, with 17 portable units, there are 47 local chil¬ 
dren attending classes. With the construction of perma¬ 
nent buildings throughout the District, the issue of bus¬ 
ing out of necessity becomes lessened, raising the ques¬ 
tion, to what extent is busing strictly for integration de¬ 
sirable? How much money should be spent installing 
permanent facilities at a school where you could fit the 
local children into two rooms? 

School sites have been divided into tiers ranked by 
need. The funds will be coming in waves. Sierra Madre 
Primary School is a ‘tier 3’ site, third in priority among 
the four tiers. The roof needs repair, but new construc¬ 
tion is at a lower priority than at most sites, partly be¬ 
cause by and large, the building is in great shape despite 
its age. Without new construction, or even with it, the 
question at Sierra Madre becomes, what of the almost 
700 students at the school? It is expected that the Com¬ 
mittee will recommend that figure be reduced, which 
would be consistent with new construction in parts of the 
District from which children are imported. 

On the one hand, that will undoubtedly strike some 
as elitist; on the other hand, school facilities were 
stretched to the limits and beyond when Sierra Madre 
Primary School took part in the Classroom Size Reduc¬ 
tion Act, and only 364 of the schools 689 students are 
from Sierra Madre. The expected recommendation for 
Sierra Madre School’s population is from 450-550. The 
current population is believed by more than one parent 
to be “way too big.” ' 

Parents have also complained about the inconve¬ 
nience of busing. Expect a lively debate at some point ' 
on whether the solution to that inconvenience is the con- ' 
struction of more schools in the children’s own neigh¬ 
borhoods. Whichever side of that debate you’re on, it’s 
a debate that should take place between candidates pri- * 
or to election, not by Boardmembers following election. 

The bottom line according to one Committeemember ! 
is “There just aren’t enough schools. We’re having to ' 
find space where space is.” For the future of education 
in Sierra Madre, questions that should be asked Thurs¬ 
day include “What is the process for the securing and 
expenditure of the funding?” “What is the timeline for 
tier three schools?” and “What is the future of Sierra * 
Mesa?” The extent to which Sierra Madre attends the * 
forums Thursday night and March 3rd (at the Sierra * 
Madre Women’s Club) may also impact the extent to ' 
which those elected in March take Sierra Madre con- * 
cems seriously. ^

“When this item ap¬ 
peared on the agenda two 
meetings ago, I wasn't par¬ 
ticularly prepared regard¬ 
ing the Mills Act itself...! 
didn’t have the context in 
which to consider the dis¬ 
cussion,” Stockly said. In 
the time that has elapsed, 
Stockly has asked City 
staff for more background, 
and his research led him to 
conclude that the Duvalls 
had a reasonable expecta¬ 
tion that their contract’s 
approval would be auto¬ 
matic. “People react to the 
perception,” Stockly said. 
“I suspect that part of their 
desire for the historical 
designation was to get a 
Mills Act, and we did not 
clarify that (it was not an 
automatic process) and 
that's where we came up 
short.” 

Stockly noted such 
wording in Mills Act pro¬ 
cedural paperwork as 
“Once a contract has been 
approved by the City...” 
instead of “If a contract has 
been approved...” 

Mayor Pro Tern Bart 
Doyle said, “Part of what 
happened here is that the 
City Councilmembers 
took a lot of heat...We es¬ 
tablish a bad precedent if 
we reconsider an item ev¬ 
ery time we get bad press.” 
He added, ‘This is anoth¬ 


er example of an awful lot 
of energy that has been put 
on this in the last month. I 
think we need to vote on 
something, and then move 
on.” 

Stockly’s first motion, 
to agendize a discussion on 
the matter, passed unani¬ 
mously, apparently be¬ 
cause those councilmem¬ 
bers who disagreed with 
him had more to say on the 
matter. Stockly then 
moved approval of the 
Duvalls' contract, which 
was seconded by Miller 
Fisher. Stockly reiterated 
his point that ‘The process 
they entered into when 
they applied, not because 


anyone was trying to be 
misleading...was not clear. 
The actual financial im¬ 
pact...$855 for the first 
year and then compound¬ 
ing, I think that's the price 
we need to pay to clarify 
this process.” 

Doyle noted that he too 
was concerned with the 
lack of clarity. He added 
that there was a perceived 
problem with a lack of 
communication between 
City Council and commis¬ 
sioners, and complaints 
about the role of the liai¬ 
son. “On numerous occa¬ 
sions, the City Council 
provided direct feedback 
to the Cultural Heritage

Commission, and was told 
that the commissioners did 
not believe those measures 
have the support of a ma¬ 
jority of the Council. Com¬ 
munication is a two-way 
street.” 

Doyle continued, “I 
don't think the problem 
with the ordinance or the 
guidelines. The problem is 
some of the people who sit 
on the Cultural Heritage 
Commission,” whereupon 
Miller Fisher stated her 
disagreement, followed by 
Doyle’s stating, “I have the 
floor.” With respect to the 
original denial of the Du¬ 
valls' contract, Doyle not¬ 
ed, “A public relations di¬ 
saster is not reason to grant 
a Mills Act.” 

Doyle then noted the 
difference between minis¬ 
terial (automatic awards 
based on the meeting of 
specific criteria, such as a 
dog license or a roofing 
permit, in his examples) 
and discretionary (those 
things which can be condi¬ 
tioned, delayed, or denied 
at the discretion of the City 
Council) powers. “What 
we have is wishful think¬ 
ing that the Mills Act is the

Doyle noted that the current City Council had not 
awarded a Mills Act contract. Miller Fisher countered 
that the item had appeared before the City Council in 
September, when it received and filed a staff report out¬ 
lining the history and procedures of the Mills Act in 
Sierra Madre. “That was the time to do it (discuss a 
change in policy regarding the awarding of contracts)” 
she added. 

Sandy and Bill Duvall then approached the Council

former,” Doyle said. 

Nobody at the meeting seemed to dispute whether the 
Council had the power to deny the application, but there 
was a lively debate on whether the Council should deny 
it. Miller Fisher took the opportunity to address the is¬ 
sue of the liaison. 

“In the last two years, the liaison position has been 
used as a tool to set policy,” Miller Fisher said. “The 
liaison is no more than a communicator.” Miller Fish¬ 
er's views on the liaison position stem from her first had 
recent experience as a commissioner prior to her City 
Council election. “1 felt that way when 1 was on the Plan¬ 
ning Commission,” she said. “I've seen the liaison try 
to set policy. It's not appropriate. When an item gets to 
the City Council, it's the City Council's prerogative, but 
it's not the commission's role to follow the liaison's po¬ 
sition.” 

Miller Fisher also questioned the Council's commit¬ 
ment to cultural heritage. “We have a $5 million gener¬ 
al fund budget, and we get $8,000 less per year because 
of the Mills Act. If that is the scope of our investment in 
cultural heritage, it is minor. Bringing the conversation 
back to the specific case at hand. Miller Fisher said, “We 
have had a process in Sierra Madre where we've grant¬ 
ed anyone who has asked for a Mills Act...We have a 
very modest program that is not costing us very much 
money. To have out of the blue votes against it is stun-

A carrot was dangled in front of us (The Mills Act) 
from the City Administrator's office to the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, and we feel the City Council. You 
had a liaison at those (Cultural Heritage Commission) 
meetings. We acted in good faith,” said Sandy Duvall, 
who added, “Obviously, you have a lot of communica¬ 
tion problems internally that have now affected my hus¬ 
band and (...unfortunately, we are the victims of this 
struggle.” 

Cultural Heritage Commission Chair Joe Catalano, 
addressing the specific merits of the Duvalls' application 
(making him the first to do so) spoke to the “clear pub¬ 
lic view” issue, noting that in accordance with the new 
ordinance, speciHc elements of a property can be des¬ 
ignated as historic. The rock wall along Churchill at the 
Duvalls' property is such a designated element, and is 
in clear public view. “It's not just magnificent 
homes...there are infrastructural elements of heritage, 
such as the Canyon parking lot, or the triangle in Kerst¬ 
ing Court. These elements are character-defining,” Cat¬ 
alano said. “It really is a big public benefit.” 

Also speaking on behalf of the Duvalls' application 
were Joylouise Harte'-Smith and Judy Webb-Martin, 
who concluded, “Do the right thing with these people.” 

Councilmember Glenn Lambdin disagreed with the 
notion that the Council did not support historic preser¬ 
vation, noting that Mayor Hayes brought back the 4th 
of July Parade, while Mayor Pro Tern Doyle brought the 
demolition ordinance into place. As Cultural Heritage 
Liaison for the past year, Lambdin .said, “At no point was 
it implied in any way at any public meeting that the ap¬ 
plicants were under the impression that they would get 
(a Mills Act contract). If that had been communicated, I 
would have said something. Someone led them to be¬ 
lieve that they would, and that person doesn't have the 
courage to step forward, but to my knowledge, it wasn't 
a City Councilmember or staff member.” 

Mayor Doug Hayes, bringing up the utility tax and its 
history, said, “I would like to refrain from Mills Acts in 
the near future out of respect to those people involun¬ 
tarily paying their fair share.” He noted that the Duvalls 
had a right to be angry “If one or more individuals told 
them, 'Hey, if you get listed, you're going to get a Mills 
Act'. It's that person's fault.” 

Sandy Duvall didn't buy into that line of reasoning, 
saying, “It was never brought up that the Council had 
any concerns with granting Mills Acts. Who communi¬ 
cated to us (that the Mills Act was a done deal)? You 
did, by your silence....! don't know how you can point 
fingers and pass the buck. It was everyone involved in 
the process...We are the victims here, and you know 
that.” 

Stockly noted that while fiscal concerns bear a rele¬ 
vance to the Council's general policy regarding Mills 
Acts, they did not bear on the specific application be¬ 
fore the Council. 

When push came to shove, Stockly's motion to ap¬ 
prove the Duvalls' application failed on a 2-3 vote, with 
Hayes, Doyle, and Lambdin dissenting. 

There was then discussion about a 6-month morato¬ 
rium on Mills Acts, to which Miller Fisher noted, “That's 
a very serious thing to do, eliminate all Mills Acts for 
six months. That would be really affecting the histori¬ 
cal preservation process. Six months is a long time.” 

No further motion was made. The Duvalls’ applica¬ 
tion has never been denied; it has failed to be accepted, 
first by a 4-1 vote, and now by a 3-2 vote. Judging from 
comments made by councilmembers, after a future re¬ 
consideration of Mills Act criteria, it will be reevaluat¬ 
ed on a priority basis.

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Carol Kettell Retires After 34 \fean 
Arcadia Unified School District 


Murder Charges 
Filed Against 
Drunk Driver

It is with mixed emotions that Carol Kettell will be 
retiring at the end of this year. With 34 years in the 
Arcadia Unified School District, the vast majority of 
them at Dana Middle School, she will be leaving behind 
a extensive family of coworkers and students. m look¬ 
ing forward to spending more time with my family, and 
I have some projects to get to, but it kind of scares me 
to have all of that free time. I’m so used to being needed,” 
Kettell says. 

Carol Kettell was born in Booneville, Arkansas, 
which, as the name implies, is not a really huge place. 
“People always look to see if I have shoes on when I say 
that,” she jokes. Her family moved to Venice, Califor- 
j nia when she was in third grade, and she was raised there. 
She attended Fresno State University, and received a 
master’s degree in education. 

She went from teaching first and second grade to 
applying for the job of counselor at Arcadia High School. 
She was told that the District was looking for someone 
with secondary education experience, but also that if she 
picked up that experience, she would get the next such 
job. She was offered a position teaching English at 
Arcadia High School, which she accepted. In 1966, when 
the position of counselor opened up at First Avenue 
School, she became a counselor, moving shortly there¬ 
after to Dana Middle School, where she has been the 
only counselor present for a number of years. 

“It’s time to retire, but honestly, I still feel very 
young,” Kettell says. “Working with kids keeps you 
young. Today, I got out some old yearbooks and looked 
at my pictures from back in the 1960’s. We had fun.”

On Tuesday, February 16, 1999, the Los Ange¬ 
les County District Attorney’s Office, at the request 
of the Arcadia Police Department, filed murder 
charges against an alleged drunk driver involved in 
a fatal accident which occurred on February 9th. 

On the night of the accident, about 9:15 p.m., 
Arcadia Police officers were dispatched to a report 
of a suspected drunk driver who was being detained 
by a citizen near Huntington Drive and Morlan Place. 
Upon arrival, the officers observed a woman, iden¬ 
tified as Lisa Melinda Welchert, 29 years of age from 
Pasadena, sitting in the passenger seat of a red 
Honda. The officers removed the keys from the ig¬ 
nition keeping them in their possession, and at¬ 
tempted to speak with Welchert. They found her to 
be in a semi-conscious, highly intoxicated condition. 
The officers returned to their patrol cars, which were 
parked nearby, and began to process paperwork to 
arrest Welchert. The officers then heard the sound 
of an engine and observed Welchert behind the 
wheel of her car. The officers ran to the vehicle but 
Welchert drove away from them, accelerating r^ 
idly as she left the scene. The officers lost sight of 
her car in the area of Huntington Drive and Colorado 
Place. The officers immediately initiated a search, 
trying to locate Welchert’s vehicle. As they drove 
west on Huntington Drive, they observed smoke and 
debris in the area of Baldwin and Huntington, a lo¬ 
cation approximately 1.4 miles from the point of 
Welcheit’s original detention. As they arrived at the 
intersection, they determined Welchert’s vehicle was 
involved in an accident, having struck two vehicles I 
from the rear. Witnesses to the accident indicated 
Welchert’s vehicle was traveling at an excessively 
high rate of speed at the time she struck the cars. The 
foTMctf the impa^ inured three persons and resulted 
in tte de^of Mr. John In-sang Chan, a 44 year old 
Arcadia resident. 

Police investigators determined that Ms. Welchert 
had used a spare key to start her vehicle when she 
fled from the scene of her initial detention. Her sub¬ 
sequent driving reflected a callous and flagrant dis¬ 
regard for the public’s safety amounting to malice 
which led police to seek murder charges against her. 

Preliminary blood tests disclosed that Ms. 
Welchert’s blood alcohol content was .35% signifi¬ 
cantly above the .08% level of presumed intoxica¬ 
tion. Ms. Welchert was initially treated for injuries 
at Huntington Memorial Hospital. She was trans¬ 
ferred to the Jail Ward of County /USC Medical 
Center where she was booked for suspicion of mur¬ 
der and is being held in lieu of one million dollars 
bail. 

Charges of murder, vehicular manslaughter with 
gross negligence, and felony drunk driving causing 
injury to others, were filed with the Santa Anita 
Municipal Court. Arraignment is expected Wednes¬ 
day afternoon or Thursday morning.
